OLD "U" HALL. 


Hundreds o£ graduates of the I'nivrrslty of Ne- 


braska -ivill deeply regret the circumstances which 
necessitate abandonment of tli" old University hall 
on the city campus. 


After a careful inspection of the building, which 


revealed that it was in a dangerous condition, »ihe 
regents very properly decided to clone it until tin- 
two upper stories could bo demolished, and a roof 
placed over the first floor and tin- basement. 
They 


will be utilized for classroom work until such a time 
as a modern, new building can be erected to relieve 
the congestion. 


Ser_v.:nental considerations have been advanced In 


support of the pica to retain the old building n.? a 
landmark, and a memorial. It was the first structure 
on the campus of the University o;' Nebraska, buil; 
in 1S09, and it has stood with but few alterations since- 
then. Few of the thousands of men and wonn-n who 
have passed through the grates of the university failed 
to attend classes in the old hall, and for thc-m all it 
possesses many tender and precious memories. 


Appealing as is this consideration, there is a good 


and sufficient reason why old University hall should 
be demolished. Nebraska is now building- a 
greater 


university. One of the members of the official board, 
Regent Seymour, has been devoting a great amount of 
time and study to the problem of an n1 tractive and 
beautiful campus. All of the buildjngrs which will be 
'•onstructed in the future, as well as those which have 
been built In the last fifteen years have been or will 
be 
located 
with that program 
in mind. They 


will embody a uniform style of architecture, and will 
,-arry out a harmonious plan of ground arrangement. 
University hall docs not fit into that program. 11 Is 
in architectural atrocity. 
Tin- material used in it 


was of the cheapest character because it was built 
at a time when the state could not afford any better. 


For the sake of a greater university, in which uni- 


formity of architecture and well-executed landscap- 
,ng shall be the dominant characteristic of buildings 
md grounds, it is well that the regents have, decided 
;o partially demolish old University hall, and when 
he demands for space become less acute, to eliminate 
t altogether.

.tlon and has at various 
times 
approved

.'unds for building purposes. 


But In spite of this, the University of Nebraska 


.s sorely in need of buildings, because attendance has 
.norc than doubled in the last ten years. The dis- 
nantling of the old University hall has necessitated 
he changing- of some departments which occupied 
he building for offices and class room work. These

Two 
have already been arranged for. Including the field 
house and gymnasium, and the Morrlll hall, which 
will be devoted to the museum. The field house is not 
being constructed out of university funds paid in 
li> 


the taxpayers. It is being built by the athletic board 
of the University ot Nebraska and will be paid for 
by the prufils realized from the athletic department. 


'The regents at the last session of the legislature 


outlined a 10-year building program. It was rejected 
although the lawmakers provided funds for the bien- 
nium for building purposes. 
It will be most unfor- 


tunate If the next legislature fails to make a similar 
appropriation in order to permit the regents to pro- 
ceed with the program which they have drafted after 
a great deal of thought and study.

Not so long ago, and since the advent of steam 


locomotion too, people did not call the great Atlantic 
ocean u "big puiiu." TIlS SCS. ~S.E entirely toe .urge, tcu 
plentifully supplied with icebergs, and harboring too 
nianv uncertain gales and storms to allow any famil- 
iarity whatsoever.

Russell, 22 years old, an English cellist of some note, 
crosst-d the pond last week for one night's entertain- 
ment in New York City.

It lacks 
but one thing, air service, to mak« it complete. With 
a couple of aerial liners steering steady courses above 
the big pond, blase cosmopolitans will think little more 
of visiting their friends in the fatherlands, than of 
taking the Twentieth 
Century from 
New York to 


Chicago. 


CHRISTMAS FOR POSTAL WORKERS. 


No criticism or complaint from the general public 


has greeted the announcement from AVashington u 
week ago that no deliveries of ordinary mail will be 
made on Christmas day this year, and that postal em- 
ployes, except so far as their services are required to 
sort and handle mail for distribution the next day, 
will be given a holiday. 


In the past, far from bringing to the mail clerks 


and carriers a sense of "peace on earth and good will 
toward men," Christmas day has been to them a veri- 
table nightmare. They had to work harder than usual 
to get out from under the avalanche of sift parcels 
and greetings which the rest of us sent, each other 
through the mails. They went home late In the day 
dog-tired and feeling: that, whatever Christmas might 
mean to other people, it was anything but a yula oc- 
casion for themselves. 


There is no good reason why anyone who wishes to 


.-end Christmas presents, letters, or c,ards should not 
mail them in plenty of time beforehand to reach the 
addresses before December 25. Just a little thoug-ht- 
Culness in this regard would have saved much of the 
Christmas day congestion in former years; but for 
ii.nu' reason the great American public has be^n in 
the habit of delaying until the last minute arid then 
crowding everything into the mails at.once. 


This year, everybody is forewarned that unless par- 


cols and holiday communications are posted suffici- 
•ntly in advance of the Yuletide anniversary to insure 
delivery by the 24th, those to whom they are sent 
will not receive them before the 20th. 
Knowledge of 


that fact ought to provide an incentive to promptness. 


Should anyone be caught unprepared at the elev- 


enth hour, it will still be possible to attach a .spe- 
cial delivery stamp and have the' package or thu 
greeting- delivered on Christmas day. That is a form 
of service which "the postoffice department maintains 
365 days in the year, and if one cares to pay the extra 
charge he can get it. 
- 


Most citizens will gladly forego the pleasure of re- 


ceiving- Christmas day mail or having it delivered to 
their kin:-fo:k and friends, in the realization that this 
small sacrifice on their part means a real holiday fo:- 
the postal workers. The spirit of unselfishness and 
contributing to others' 
happiness 
which underlies 


Christmas should'Silence any disposition to find fauli 
over the stoppage of mail delivery for that day. 


Of course, the mail clerks and carriers, the railway 


mail handlers and everybody else in the employ of 
the postal department will be working hard for day: 
and weeks preceding Yuletide, 
handling the extra 


large volume of seasonable mail. They will earn their 
holiday several times over. Let nobody begrudge it 
:o them. 


FEAR OF A LIVING DEATH. 


A federal convict, Vuco Provich. has staked his life 


against freedom and won. 
After sixteen years of 


imprisonment at Lcavenworth, Provich was released 
the other day by a writ of habeas corptfe, issued on 
the theory that President Taft had no right to change 
Provich's sentence from death to life imprisonment, 
without the condemned man's consent. 


Provich was convicted of killing a man during the 


Alaskan gold rush. ^He claimed innocence, of course, 
but whether innocent or not, the fact remains that ho 
was more fearful of a living death in prison than of 
death itself. Perhaps the incident will give a new 
outlook to those who contend that execution is worse 
punishment than a life sentence properly carried out. 


A DUTY ON CHRISTMAS TREES. 


Another one of America's "Infant industries" is to 


receive the benign protection of the tariff. Announce- 
ment has just, been made that Christmas trees, enter- 
ng- America from Canada, are to be dutiable at I'l 
per cent. Under a decision of the treasury a year ago 


hristmas trees wore admitted Croe on the thoiwy th::t 


they were "sticks of wood in the rough." A later do- 
:ision holds that while the word ".stick" may apply to 
a stick of timber, It does not mean a tree simply 
sevcred from the ground. A Christmas tree, there- 
fore becomes a non-enumerated unmanufactured ar- 
ticle" and dutiable at 10 per cent.

trees used in this country in the holiday festivities 
are brought in from Canada. Lumbering operations 
lave so reduced the forests at home that trees are 
cut most sparingly and under the direction of ex- 
perienced foresters.

Frank Bartos, Wilber attorney, 


now faces another set of charges in 
Federal court growing; out of the 
raid made at his 
home several 
months ago bv state officers. As- 
sistant U. S. District Attornev Don 
\V. Stewart Saturdav morning: filed 
a complaint charging Bartos with 
illegal manufacture 
of 
alcoholic 
liquors contrarvto tho provisions 
of the national prohibition laws. 
The 
complaint contains 
four 
counts. The first alleges the Illegal 
manufactxire of 700 quarts of bee. 
The second, third and fourth counts 
allege the same violation with re- 
spect to 600 gallons of -wine, four 
gallons of brandy and four gallons 
of distilled spirits, respectively. 


The form of these charges does 


not require an action bv a frr&nd 
jurv. The permlty for conviction on 
each 
count 
cannot 
exceed 
six 
months Imprisonment or a fine not 
cxceediiiK- $500. 
Judge Munger fixed the bond re- 
quirement at $2,000. Bartos has not 
vet been arraigned on tho com- 
plaint. He is now under bond on the 
indictment brought against him by 
the Federal grand jury, which al- 


leges violations of the national reve- 
nue act. Bartos has filed a demurrer 
to the indictment. He contends that 
the revenue act and the prohibition 
act are in conflict and that the vio- 
lations alleged do not constitute a 
criminal offense.

"Most canned foods will stand a little freezing without appreciable 


change. Repeated freezing: and thawing cause the goods to become flabb.\ 
and give a flat taste. In all these cases the interior of the cans shows 
a distinct attack upon the tin. With fruits the coating of the cans is made 
to appear as though it were galvanized. Canned foods will resist a fait 
degree of heat or cold without serious injury, but continued heat or u 
very high temperature or repeated freezing and thawing will cause de- 
terioration in quality. The Bureau of Chemistry is ofe the opinion that 
if the containers of frozen foods are not burst or ruptured in any waj 
that would permit the entrance of micro-organisms such as molds, yeasts 
and bacteria, the fod prduct will remain wholesome and may be eaten 
with safety."

Mr. C—The diet in Asthma and Bronchitis is no different from the 


diet for normal health, unless It is found that some certain protein or 
other food may bring n attacks. (Laboratories give protein tests to de- 
termine whic.h is the offender in these cases). Overeating in general is 
more apt to bring on attacks than any particular food. 


Asthmatic attacks are also brought about by/protein that is inhaled,

fact that Yale finished second ^to 
Pennsylvania and Princeton losfto 
Colgate. It was a moot point as to 
whether either 
Pennsylvania or 


Colgate could repeat today. 
Many 


\vcre pleased to doubt that either 
of them could. 


Yale Favored In Betting. • 


For Yale, with successive deci- 


sions over Brown, the Army, 
and 


Maryland by impressive scurcs, had 
amply redeemed that early season 
nlsstep against Pennsylvania, while 
Princeton looked 
slightly 
better 


than the best against Harvard, al- 
though the latter's weakness may 
have contributed to this impression. 


Yale, of course, ruled the favor- 


ite and for two reasons. 
Tfie first, 


was its superior record; the second 
its superior line, one of the greatest 
in the country. 
Its recent Prince- 


ton record"" also indicated that it

First Story, With Basement, 


to Be Roofed and Used 


For Classes. 


Action Taken Friday By Re- 


gents; Would Preserve 
Building as Memorial. 


Although it would be desirable 


to preserve University hall, oldest 
building on the University of Neb- 
raska campus, as a memorial, be- 
cause of its history arid "its place 
in the hearts of the alumni," the 
board of regents decided, at its 
meeting In Chancellor Avery's of- 
fice Friday, that this would entail 
the expenditure of too great a sum 
of money, and accordingly ordered 
the attic and two upper floors re- 
moved, tha first floor, with the 
basement, to be roofed and tem- 
porarily used for classes. 


Fear as to the condition of the 


beams supporting 
the staircases 
first prompted a thorough examina- 
tion of those members last Sun- 
day by Chancellor Avery, with a 
committee of university engineers 
and members of the Omaha flr.n, 
Latenser and Sons. This inspect- 
ion showed the stairways and wid- 
er corridors to be In such a pre- 
carious condition that the building 
•was Immediately closed to classes 
bv order of the chancellor. 
"Friday afternoon Regent Landls 
presented the following resolution, 
•which was admitted to the record 
by common consent, but without a 
second: 
"Resolved. 
That the old Uni- 
versity hall building be preserved 


as (i memorial bulldlne only on ac- 
count of its historic and traditional 
values."Regents' Reiolution. 


Regent Webster, seconded by Re- 
pent Cllne, then presented the fol- 
lowing resolution, expressing the 
regents' attitude In full, which 
adopted: 


"\Vherea<, an examination of the 
building known as University hall, 
discloses the fact that this build- 
ing is in a dangerous condition, for 
the following reasons: 


"1. Shortly after the construction 


of the 
building, the 
foundations 


were found to be defective, whu h 
caused much serious cracking 
</f 


the building: walls. 
When 
this 
foundation -was replaced and froj.i 
time to time 
thereafter, •nioodpn 
pegs have been driven into the 
junction of the later foundations 
and the building -walls above, and 
upon these 
wedges the building 


walls are now resting. 


3. Many of the interior -walls o£ 


!he 
building 
have broken awa/ 


from the outer -walls for practically 
their full height. 


"4. The brick in the walls are 


soft and the mortar has lost its 
cohesive qualities and is now litcii 
more than sand. 
"5. Many of the walls are built 


with an air space in the waits, 
and between the outer and im-.er 
section of th« walls there is little 
or no mortar and nothing to bind 
the two walls together. 
"6. 
Many 
efforts have beer 
made to hold the building together 
by iron braces, but the walls are 
now so badly shattered as to prnc- 
tlcally 
nullify the effect of the 


braces. 
"7. 
The 
roof and tower con- 


struction is such as to tend to rack 
the building in every wind, and 
it Is apparent that the building is 
liable to collapse in any high -wln-1. 
"And "Whereas, owing to the his- 


tory of this building and Its place 
in the hearts of the alumni it would 
be very desirable to preserve it «J 
a memorial, but to do so would 
require the expenditure of a very 
large sum of money; 
And Whereas, it is believed that 


if the upper part of the building 
Is removed, 
the first story and 
basement roofed may bo temporar- 
ily used for university purposes: 
Therefore, be it resolved, that tl.e 
attic and the two upper stories of 
this building be removed and a roof 
constructed over the first floor fo- 
temporary university use."

LINN CREEK, Mo.—Kesidents of 


his old Missouri principality are 
ooking for a site for their town 
hat it will stick to. 


Moved twice since it was found- 


id 100 years ago, Linn Creek is go- 
ng to be dispossessed again soon. 
Its site soon will be at the bot- 
om of a 100-mile long lake, which, 
mpounded by a dam near Bagnell, 
ilo., will manufacture electricity 
rom the turbulent waters of the 


The thud of axes and the crash 


of 90,000 trees are sounding- a re- 
quiem during the moving of Linn 
Creek's 500 residents, most of whom 
have lived here all their lives. 
The new site of the city probably 


will be on a hill overlooking 
the 
artificial lake that the Osapc river 
project is creating-. The lake will 
have more acreage capacity than 
the Elephant Butte reservoir, and 
the five turbines the dammod-up 


waters will turn will produce al- 
most as much primary power as 
does JMusclo Shoals. 
Linn Creek is twenty miles from 


the railroad and the chance of Mte 
will lake it nearer. Residents, opti- 
mistic despite the town's jiast ree- 
cord, believe it will become pros- 
perous from summer visitors when 
the project Is completed nnd the 
lake becomes an attraction to mo- 
torists from Kansas City and Pt. 
Louis.
